Manufacturing Town Burned. 

Manna, Mass., Dec. 26.—Last 
night a fire burned over an area of 
twelve acres of buildings surrounding 
the one in which the fire started. 
They were all wooden shells, and it 
seemed as if everywhere a spark fell 
a fire started. In fifteen minutes from 
the time the alarm was rung the entire 
business portion was a sea of flame. 


Assistance was summoned from Lynn, 
Salem and Swampscott, and these 
places quickly reported. 
mated that the loss is between $500,000 
and $600,000. The entire shoe manu- 
facturing district, the principal busi- 
ness of the town, was burned to the 
ground, and fully sixty buildings were 
consumed. The flames spread with 
such rapidity that scarcely anything 
was saved, and the tenants residing in 
dwelling houses were completely 
cleaned out. The great shoe factories, 
sheds, fruit stands and small tenement 
houses were consumed with a rapidity 
that seemed as if the entire town was 
doomed. By this time help arrived, 
and the city was flooded with strangers 
from all the surrounding towns. At 3 
o’clock the fire was under control. 

This stolid old burg, in June, 1877, 
was visited by a fire which swept over 
nearly the same district. During the 
progress of the present fire several ex- 
plosions occurred. Fully 1,000 work- 
men are thrown out of employment. 
| The number of buildings consumed is 
estimated at between fifty and sixty.

“SWELL TOHAVEALONDON TAILOR. 


A Good Many of ‘Them Forget. to Pay 
Their Bills—Heavy Judgments that 


Have Net Been Collected—Why New- 
port Is Not the Healthiest Piace in 


the World for Some of Our “Heavy 
Swells.’’ . “ty

One can undoubtedly dress well in 
London at a lowercost than in New York, 
but swell clothing means swollen prices 
all over the world. The folllowing bill 
against Mr. Berry Wall, procured from 
the American attorneys of a London 
tradesman, is certainly not remarkable 
on account of low prices: 

To pair of leather top boots..... 
To engraving name on set of hol-

Young Mr. Appleton, who, by the way, 
isa son of the well known publisher, is 
billed by another tradesman for two 
dozen silk scarfs at 16s, 10d., and for a 
dozen cambric handkerchiefs with mono- 
gram, 6s. 12d, 

No young swell could keep his inflation 
without going to London for his clothes. 
But many of them forget that the 
tailor is worthy of his hire and they re- 
turn to America without a receipted bill. 
And this is largely the fault of the 
tailor’s business methods. Your London 
tradesman would regard with suspicion 
and awe a man who. offered to pay cash 
for his clothing. But he would reject 
your patronage unless you were properly 
introduced. The American swell bas an 
honest intention to pay for his clothes 
when he buys them, but by the time the 
bill is presented he is short of money. 
Such was the case with Mr. Dick Peters, 
a very deah boy and the crown prince un- 
der Berry Wall, who was arrested the 
other day at Newport in the véry act of 
changing his clothing forthe sixth time. 

Mr. Peters was naturally in great dis- 


tress. He begged the Sheriff to let him 


go, but that was out of the question, un- 
less the bill, which had been standing on 
the books of a noted London tailor for 
several years, was paid, together withthe 
expenses of collection. Mr. Peters did 
not have the money handy; but he sent 
messengers around to some of his friends 
and finally secured Mr. Louis Lorillard 
as his bondsman, 

When the News of Mr. Peter’s misfor- 
tune got abroad among the swells and 
clubmen there was an indication of a 
general desire to take to the woods. 
Within two daysa large contingent had 
cut short their stay and were on their 
way out of Rhode Island. The imminent 
danger of arrest had overcome the attrac- 
tion offered by the fair hostesses of New- 
port society. 

It is a matter of wonder that the swell 
and club man, unless he has also plenty 
of money, dares to go to Newport at all. 
The law as tothe collection of debts is 
such in Rhode Island as to make it pos- 
sible for any creditors to put the 
haughtist of the four hundred into dur- 
ance vile unles he paysup. In New York 
the creditor must bring suit first and find 
the debtor afterward. In. Rhode Island 
he arrests the debtor and then sues him. 

The allurements of Newport to the so- 
ciety swell, who must be amused and 
have his tastes gratified at the expense of 
somebody, are usually great enough to 
overcome his fear of the law. He takes 
care not to advertise his presence in the 
homes of his creditors and trusts to luck. 
But the creditors have awakened to his 


game, and every year scores of clubmen 4 


and swells are taken inte custody. The 
result is that, unless thedebtors’ law in 
Newport is changed, its pre-eminence as a 
society resort will be lost. 

It came to me some time ago that the 
amount ofswindling done by swell Amer- 
icans in Europe was ruining the reputa- 
tion of all American tourists and, that 
unless these frauds were openly repudi- 
ated by the people, the name American 
would degenerate into aterm of reproach 
in the minds of honest. European trades- 
men. I considered the matter well worth 
investigating, and opened a correspond- 
ence with some prominent English solici- 
tors. A few days ago I reeeived from 
them a detailed account of the bills con- 
tracted by Americans with reputable 
English tradesmen, together with copies 
of the proceedings begun for their collec- 
tion. 

As many of these had been continuedin 
this country, it was an easy matter to 
verify them. I had a long talk also with 
the head of the collection department in 
Sheriff Grant’s office, and learued further 
interesting details. From these various 
sources I am able to make known the 
following curious facts: 

The young swell of to-day considers his 
education neglected tinless he can 
acquaint himseif, by personal inspection, 
with the fall life of European society, 
especially that of England. His papa 
and mamma assenting, he starts on his 
tour at an early age. His pockets are. 
full of money, or its equivalent, and, the 
world is before him. If he is a real swell, 
one who will later develop into a round- 
er, and not a mere every-day American 
whose society training has led him to as- 
sume the title of swell, he will grow 
ashamed of his clothes as soon as he sets 
foot on English soil. Having presented 
his letters of introduction, be intimates to 
one of his new friends that he would like

The .experience of the col- 
lectors has been that it takes six months 
to locate the young man after bis return 
from Europe. Now he is at Newport, 
then at Atlantic City, and again some- 
where else. The round of pleasures is 


unceasing and the real swell must travel 


a great deal during the summer and 
autumn months to take in ali the country 
resorts of society. 

In the cases of the older society men 


whose names appear on the books of the 


English tradesmen, and who cannot be 
induced to pay their/debts, some. were 
young when the bills were contracted and 
some did not bother to consider them. 
They wanted the afticles and they got 
them, and that was as far as they cared 
to go. 

Having made certain of the debtor’s ad- 
dress, the collectors write him. As a ruie 


there is no response or else it isa polite. 


invitation to go to the devil, as he does 
not want to be bothered with a vulgar 
tradesman, 
Deputy Sheriff goes around to collect in 
person. But the swell is upto snuff and 
the servant who tends the door never lets 
anybody inside the house who is not per- 
sonally known to him. 

The attempt to catch him at his ciub is 
equally futile and, after a heartrending 
experience in watching the aoer, or 
baunting the usual resorts, the Sheriff 
gives up in despair and returns the bill 
unsatisfied. Frequently the waiters at 
Delmonico’s have been bribed to point 
out to the deputy some swell who fre- 
quented the restaurant. Sometimes that 
has worked and sometimes it hasnt. 

The attempt to follow up American deb- 
tors in that way is of comparatively. re- 
cent origin, When Poole died he left only 
a small fortune, and 20,000 pounds in bills 
against Americans. That aronred his ex- 
ecutors to the necessity of stirring up 
things on this side of the water. But the 
bills were old and when the attempt was 
made to collect them the high-toned lov- 
ers of English-made clothes pleaded the 
Statute of Limitations and thus avoided 
payment. Among the gentlemenwho have 
allowed their names to be marked in that 
way, or who have allowed judgments to 
be taken against them, these are furnish- 
ed by the English lawyers;
